Wu was the hero of the hour and had 
the good will of all the Americans 
and Europeans in China.y However, | 
since that time his popularity has 
fast been on the- decline. His prov- | 
ince, Honan, over which he has been 
military governor, has been a hoax for 
bandit tribes as no other province in 
the country has been. He has failed 
to provide protection to prominent 
Chinese and foreigners within its 
houndaries.

However, General Wu is but the 
satellite and military representative 
of one greater, Mr. Tsao Kun, the 
present president of China.

| Various inethods of remedying the 
present delivery service of all stores 
catering to the public by changing 
naines of certain streets were discussed 
at a special meeting of members of 
the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tion ‘Tuesday.

Alter 19 Killed 
In Strikers’ Riot 


Honolulu, September 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The “Garden 
Isle” of Kauai was quieter today 
after a fight yesterday between police 
and Filipino strikers, resulting in 19 
deaths and injuries to many other 
strikers. 

Reports from: Kauai today stated 
that no recurrence of Tuesday's vio- 
lence was expected. 

All strikers in the Hanepepe dis- 
trict have been forbidden to depart. 

Seventy-five men of the Hawaiian 
national guard, including both whites 
and Hawaiians, were ordered to 
Kauai this morning. 

The trouble started Monday when 
the strikers, whose places on the Me 
Bride plantation had been filled, kid- 
naped two working Filipinos. Yes- 
terday, the police attempted to res- 
cue the kidnaped men and the fight 
followed. The police, with the aid of 
reinforcements from Lihue, finally 
routed the strikers, who were armed 
with guns, knives, clubs, canes and 
stones. The strikers took to the cane 
fields, where they were being hunted 
today. 

The strike of the Filipino planta- 
tion workers, who are organized, was 
started last Apri! 15, and has been 
extended through orderg of labor lead- 
ers to the islands of Hawaii and 
Oahu, with certain plantations on 
other islands.. The principal dispute 
is over wages, the workers demand- 
ing $2 for eight hours’ work.

So 
Professor Baly exposed carbon dioxide 
and water to ultra violet rays frem 
a quartz-mercury vapor light. In this 
way he was able to form slight traces 
of formaldehyde, but he found that 
the formaldehyde immediately formed 
sugar and that the sugar at the same 
time was retransformed into formalde- 
hyde. 

The reactions involved in this syn- 
thesis of sugar, it was pointed ovft, 
require energy hundreds of times 
greater than that for any reaction 
which has so far been commercial- 
ized.
